Diseases Transmitted 


Between Animals & Man 


Anthropozoonoses is a 
mouthful of a word that 
becomes simple when 
broken down, Anthro- isa 
combining form denoting 
relationship to man, and 
zoonosis is disease in an- 
imals, Hence,  anthro- 
pozoonoses are diseases 
transmitted between ani- 
mals and man, In medi- 
cal nomenclature, the word 
zoonoses refers to such 


diseases. 
Zoonosis has  world- 
wide importance and the 


World Health Organization 
has established in Argen- 
tina a Pan - American 
Zoonoses Center to coor- 
dinate the work of inves- 
tigators in different parts 
of the world studying the 
problem of diseases trans- 
mittible. There are 
eighty-three diseases of 


animals transmittible to 
man, according tothe latest 
count. With the control of 
various human plagues, it 
becomes evident that a 
great deal of chronic ill- 
ness, which incapacitates 
but does not kill human 
beings, results from man’s 
close contact with domestic 
animals. 

And some diseases man 
gets from animals are 
deadly, such as rabies. It 
has been discovered that 
bats are capable of har- 
boring rabies without 
themselves being neces- 
sarily sick. From bats, 
the disease may spread to 
skunks, thence to dogs and 
to man; or the bite of a 
rabid bat directly on man 
may infect him with the 
virus of rabies. Another di- 
sease called psittacosis

SOCIAL SECURITY 


Health insurance cards 
have. now been mailed to 
over 15 million people 65 
and older who have estab- 
lished their entitlement to 
hospital and medical insur- 


ance under the Social Se~ 
curity Act, according to 
Harry N. Scott, Social Se- 
curity District Manager in 
Dothan, The next large 
mailing of the red, white, 
and blue cards will be early 
in June, 

Cards for people whodid 
not sign up for the volun- 
tary medical insurance 
part of the program--which 
requires a monthly pre- 
mium payment of $3--will 
first be mailed in June, 
This mailing was delayed 
since many among the l,- 
000,000 people who did not 
enroll for medical bene~ 
fits initially since changed 
their decisions, and Con- 
gress extended the en- 
rollment period to May 31, 

Mr. Scott warned that 
some older people may not 
receive cards before the 
health insurance program 
starts in July because they 
have not yet provided nec- 
essary evidence of age or 
other information needed to 
put them on the medicare 
rolls. He urged any per- 
sons 65 or older who have 
not supplied the necessary 
information requested by 
their social security office 
to do so promptly. The so-
